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Students hit the streets across Canada 



(CUP) — Students from St. John's to 
Victoria took to the streets Jan. 28 
with a big-picture focus in their fight 
for affordable post-secondary educa- 
tion. 

The Day of Action, organ- 
ized by the Canadian Federation of 
Students, drew thousands of students 
to meeting places ranging from uni- 
versity campuses to government leg- 
islatures to financial districts. 

Students were calling for a 
national system of grants and an ac- 
cessible education system — and were 
joined by 1 25 partners from faculty 
associations, social justice groups and 
labour unions. 

From the growing interest 
in corporate control to the increased 
solidarity between social justice, la- 
bour and student groups, Jan. 28 was 
the picture of a movement maturing 
and looking at broader issues. 

But the immediate concern 
which sparked the protest is the grow- 
ing student debt load and impending 
tuition fee increases. Already, aver- 
age student debt is reaching $25,000 
a year and tuition fees have risen an 
average of 30 per cent in the last two 
years. 

"These aren't country clubs 
for the rich where you can increase 
the membership fees to keep the riff- 
raff out, this is public post-secondary 
education and we are going to take it 
back," Brad Lavigne, national chair- 
person of the federation, shouted to a 
rally of 3,000 in the heart of Toron- 
to's financial district. 

"We are here to make a con- 
nection between the policies of [the 
provincial government] and the poli- 
cies of corporate Canada," Lavigne 
continued, pointing to the banks as 
the 
real power-centres. 

After the Toronto rally 
wrapped up, a group of 40 students 
decided to stage a sit-in in the lobby 
of the nearby Canadian Imperial Bank 
of Commerce. CIBC was quick to 
express sympathy with the student 
debt crisis and the students left the 



next morning without incident. 

Students expressed similar 
concerns with banks in a number of 
cities, including Regina, Victoria and 
Vancouver, labeling them as the play- 
ers at the heart of the problem. The 
financial elite are pulling the strings 
in this charade, since they have too 
much weight with politicians and sit 
on many university boards, say stu- 
dents. 

In Regina the day's protest 
centered on the Royal Bank, which 
holds a monopoly on student loans in 
the province. About 200 students 
marched through the downtown area, 
stopping in front of the bank's of- 
fices. They blocked traffic for sev- 
eral minutes before they were peace- 
fully moved by police to a pedestrian 
walkway half a block away. 

The story of protestor Peter 
Borch, a history student at the Uni- 
versity of Regina, reflects the con- 
cerns of many who took to the streets 
across the country-. 

"When I get out, my student 
loan will be around $20,000," he said. 
"If I can get a job, I can probably deal 
with that. But [if] I have to go to 
graduate school... I'll just accumu- 
late more debt." 

Checking out the protest 
were two high school students, who 
said they appreciated what the dem- 
onstrators were fighting for, includ- 
ing a tuition freeze in the province. 

"I think [the rally] is pretty 
cool," Chris Crawford said. 
"[T]hey 're trying to make itbetterfor 
the next people who come to school." 

His friend Lonnie Dittmer, 
who just finished high school, says 
he can't afford to pursue a post-sec- 
ondary education yet. 

"[The banks] are sucking 
the money out of students," he said. 

In Victoria, thousands of 
students marched through the city's 
financial district. They made a brief 
stop at the Royal Bank, where they 
left as presents burlap sacks symbol- 
izing gigantic debt loads. The dem- 
onstrators then made their way to the 



provincial legislature, where they 
were addressed by high school and 
university students, faculty, labour 
leaders and provincial premier Glen 
Clark. 

The premier pledged his 
support for a national system of grants, 
spoke against income-contingent re- 
payment plans and made overtures 
about the possibility of a tuition fee 
freeze for the third year in a row in 
that province. 

After Clark's address, stu- 
dents chanted "Prove it!" 

"We have to hold fire to the 
feet of people like Glen Clark," UVic 
professor Jamie Dopp told the crowd 
after the premier spoke. 

Following the rally, some 
students staged a brief sit-in at the 
constituency office of Liberal MP 
David Anderson, to make sure that 
the federal government got their mes- 
sage as well. 

A couple of thousand stu- 
dents marched through downtown 
Vancouver protesting against high 
student debt, tuition increases and 
the big banks. 

As in Toronto, Vancouver 
students united with partners who 
may come from different constituen- 
cies, but recognize their problems 
stem from the same root. "This is not 
just one fight, it is not just student 
interest in education. It is also work- 
ers, parents with children, it is the 
public in general that opposes the 
downloading and corporate control," 
Joey Hansen, B.C. national rep for 
the federation, said. 

While passing through the 
financial district, some demonstra- 
tors presented bankruptcy notices to 
banks as a reminder that the dwin- 
dling government support for post- 
secondary education is morally bank- 
rupt, while others wrote slogans in 
washable markers on the windows of 
the Royal Bank. Several protestors 
tried to enter the bank building, but 
were stopped by security. One dem- 
onstrator was arrested for mischief 
after allegedly writing on a bank win- 



dow. 

Following the rally, about a 
hundred students marched on the 
Vancouver Stock Exchange. A short 
sit-in ensued before the students left 
peacefully. Two were arrested while 
inside. 

The Vancouver protest was 
small compared to one held two years 
ago, when approximately 1 0,000 an- 
gry students gathered in front of the 
Vancouver Art Gallery to protest 
massive tuition increases which at 
that time seemed imminent. 

At a time when the province 
of B.C. has absorbed much of the 
federal cuts without raising tuition 
for Canadian students, there seemed 
little urgency at the University of 
British Columbia. The school's stu- 
dent union was barely able to fill two 
of the five transit buses it had leased 
to bring students downtown. 

Students expressed a vari- 
ety of concerns across the country, 
and in a number of ways. In Atlantic 
Canada, for example, the biggest tar- 
get was government funding cut- 
backs, and the mood more celebra- 
tory than angry. 

Going to the street a day 
early in Nova Scotia, hundreds of 
Halifax students met up at King's 
College Jan. 27 and along with la- 
bour and postal workers, took on the 
legislature. 

At the protest, Penny 
McCall Howard of King's College, 
who helped organize the day 's activi- 
ties, spoke of the importance of a 
university education and the need to 
remove barriers to it. 

"If they don't stop increas- 
ing tuition, students won't be able to 
contribute to society," she said. 

Faculty joined in the rally as 
well. Andrew Wainwright, a 
Dalhousie University English pro- 
fessor, said it was important for teach- 
ers to stand behind their students. 

"As teachers, students are 
our concern and we need to support 
them in these types of actions," he 
said. Wainwright and colleague Mike 



Bradfield, an economics professor at 
Dalhousie, encouraged their students 
to attend the protest through e-mail. 

The day in Halifax had a 
festive feel. "The mood was celebra- 
tory. Right from the beginning we 
wanted the tone to be one of taking 
celebratory action," Jessica Squires, 
a national executive rep for the Nova 
Scotia component of the CFS, said. 

But authorities put a damper 
on one element of the festivities. The 
fire department was called in to ex- 
tinguish a fire in the legislature's 
driveway over which students were 
toasting bagels. 

The mood was also upbeat 
in Newfoundland, where students 
from Memorial University, the Ma- 
rine Institute and the College of the 
North Atlantic gathered on Jan. 28 in 
the Memorial student centre gymna- 
sium to protest government cuts to 
education and rising debt-loads. There 
were speeches from student leaders, 
teachers and local unions. Added at- 
tractions included a mock jail cell for 
students "sentenced to debt" and a 
stuffed Jean Chretien, which people 
were encouraged to kick. 

The crowd, which peaked at 
around 1 ,000, was also addressed by 
Greg Malone, local comedian and 
activist and a former member of the 
CODCO comedy troupe. He said poor 
spending choices were being made 
by the provincial government, add- 
ing that it should put back up to $40- 
million into post-secondary educa- 
tion. He recalled a provincial pro- 
gram from the '60s in which students 
were actually paid to attend school. 

"I had a free university edu- 
cation. They paid me $50 a month to 
go here, and if that don't make you 
bitter I don'tknow what will," Malone 
said. 

While it was a spirited turn- 
out in Newfoundland, at times during 
the lunch-hour rush it seemed there 
were as many students in the nearby 
food court as there was in the gymna- 
sium.

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Patrick Moore to deliver Falconbridge 

Lecture

Laurentian University and 
Falconbridge Ltd have announced that 
Dr. Patrick Moore, a founding mem- 
ber of Greenpeace, will be presenting 
the next Falconbridge Lecture at Lau- 
rentian University, on March 26. His 
lecture, entitled "Getting it Right - 
Environmentalism for the 21st Cen- 
tury," intends to challenge the radical 
environmentalism that he once es- 
poused as a pioneer in the interna- 
tional environmental movement. 

During the Vietnam War, on 
the brink of a nuclear holocaust, Moore 
was one in a small group of activists 
who founded Greenpeace in the base- 
ment of the Utilitarian Church in Van- 
couver. By 1986, Greenpeace was 
established in 26 countries and had an 
annual income of over $100 million. 

Greenpeace remains an in- 
dependent, non-profit campaigning 
organization that uses what it calls 
' 'creative confrontation' ' to expose glo- 
bal environmental problems. Its goal 
is to ensure the ability of the Earth to 
nurture and sustain life in all its diver- 
sity. Moore was a driving force in 
shaping policy and direction while 
Greenpeace became the world's larg- 
est environmental activist organiza- 
tion. 

Through his experiences, 
Moore has become an expert on forest 
and energy issues. He earned a Ph.D. 
in ecology from the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia in 1992. Moore served 
first as President of Greenpeace 
Canada for nine years, and then pro- 
ceeded to serve for seven years as a 
Director for Greenpeace International . 

He was also a member of the 
B.C. government-appointed Round 
Table on the Environment and 
Economy from 1990-94. At the be- 
ginning of his term here, Moore 
founded the B.C. Carbon Project, a 
multi-stakeholder group that worked 
to develop a common understanding 
of climate change 



Moore continued his fight 
for the environment by working as 
Director and Vice-President of 
WaterFarnace International Ltd, the 
largest manufacturer of geothermal 
heat pumps for residential heating 
and cooling systems that use renew- 
able earth energy. 

Again furthering his cause, 
Moore became Chair of the Forest 
Practices Committee of the Forest 
Alliance of British Columbia. He 
has recently focussed his concerns 
on B.C., promoting sustainability 
and consensus building, among other 
concerns. 

In 1995, Moore published 
abest-selling, controversial book en- 
titled "Pacific Spirit - The Forest 
Reborn". It is a photo-book that 
explores the beauty, biodiversity, and 
health of new forests growing back 
after logging. 

Moore has some new con- 
cerns that he believes are threaten- 
ing the environment. He has warned 
that there has been a rise of radical 
environmentalism in the 1 990s that 
itself poses a significant threat - a 
new brand of environmental extrem- 
ists that reject science, diversity of 
opinion and even democracy. He 
believes that this serious problem 
causes ineffective communication 
between special interest groups and 
the business community. His mes- 
sage is that the protection of our 
ecology urgently requires expanded 
cooperation among environmental 
groups, government, and industry. 

Out of this new concern 
has arrived Greenspirit, a consultant 
firm on environmental policy and 
public involvement in the resource 
and energy sectors. Moore played 
an instrumental role in the founding 
of Greenspirit, a concept that com- 
bines environmentalism with both a 
deep appreciation of nature and an 
enthusiasm for the challenge. The 
anization brines people of all i 




terests and persuasions together to 
find common ground. 

At first, the Greenpeace 
movement specialized in confront- 
ing polluters and others who were 
abusing the land and its resources. 
One of the first accomplishments of 
Greenpeace was to succeed in stop- 
ping nuclear testing in Alaska and to 
have the site declared a bird sanctu- 
ary. In 1982, the organizationplayed 
an instrumental role in establishing 
a moratorium on commercial whal- 
ing. In 1991, Greenpeace helped 
bring about a 50 year ban on mining 
and mineral exploration in Antarc- 
tica. Their list of achievements ex- 
pands continuously. Greenpeace to 
date has been accredited with more 
than 26 international treaties and 
conventions of the United Nations 
and other international bodies on 
issues including toxic trade, ozone 
depletion, climate change, 
biodiversity, and endangered spe- 
cies. 

While Greenpeace and 
other groups like it have played a 
key role in awakening mass con- 
sciousness to the true dimensions of 
our global predicament, Moore be- 
lieves that now is the time to shift 
environmentalism away from con- 
frontation towards consensus build- 
ing. 

Moore now works as an 
environmental consultant, and con- 
tinues to promote sustainable for- 
estry practices, particularly in the 
forests of British Columbia. Tickets 
for Moore's lecture will be distrib- 
uted on a first-come, first-served 
basis. The Falconbridge Lecture 
series, initiated in 1978, sponsors 
lectures at Laurentian University fi- 
nanced by a memorial fund estab- 
lished at Falconbridge Nickel Mines 
Ltd., and brings to Sudbury eminent 
figures from academia, business, 
public life, the professions and the 
arts.

Laurentian University commits to mining innovation 

As part of Phase II of its Coming of Age fund-raising campaign, Lauren- 
tian University recently established the Mining Innovation, Rehabilitation 
and Applied Research Corporation (MIR ARCo). This program is a result 
of a partnership between the Regional Minicipality of Sudbury , the mining 
industry, local businsesses, the provincial and federal fovernments, and 
Laurentian University. MIR ARCo fits into the larger plan of creating an 
applied research park, and in making the wider Sudbury Region, and all of 
Northern Ontario, the Canadian centre for mining innovation, applied 
research and development. 

Through its commitment to sustainable development in Northern Ontario, 
LU established MIRARCo by pooling the resources of its three existing 
mining-related research centres (Geothermics Research Centre, Centre in 
Mining and Mineral Exploration Research, and Elliot Lake Research Field 
Station), and by integrating a soon-to-be established Mining Explosion 
Centre. LU plans to allocate research resources from its current Coming 
of Age fund-raising campaign to expland and develop this mining innova- 
tion centre. 

MIRARCo will also receive $30,775 worth of support from FedNor to 
develop this institution. FedNor's contribution demonstrates an example 
of the federal government's support for technology based innovation in 
Canada's industrial sectors and the emergence of knowlegde-based ex- 
ports, areas that figure significantly in Canada's trade activity.

As we all know, this past 
week brought a great tragedy to 
Laurentian and to the greater 
Sudbury community. As devastat- 
ing as this has been for us, it cannot 
compare to the pain, grief, and con- 
fusion that Renee Sweeney's fam- 
ily and friends are suffering now. 
Despite the fact that not all of us 
knew her, Renee has touched all of 
us in a very profound way. 

No one ever wants to admit 
that random acts of violence dohap- 
pen. It is so much easier for us to 
believe that there was a reason for 
any given violent act. But desperate 
searches for answers or reasons in 
this tragedy are futile. There can be 
no explanation as to why a beauti- 
ful, promising young woman was 
taken away. We cannot hide behind 
the fact that something happened in 
her life that may have foreshad- 
owed that this might happen; there 
is no violent ex-boyfriend to sus- 
pect or risky habits hiding in the 
closet. What happened to Renee 
could just as easily happen to any- 
one- that is what random acts of 
violence means. 



For the first time, violence 
has reached in and left its cold 
touch on all of us. One of our own 
was senselessly murdered. This 
was a woman who had the same 
ambitions, hopes, and dreams as 
we all do: to finish school, to make 
a life and career for herself, to suc- 
ceed. That is precisely what makes 
us all feel so sick inside about what 
happened last Tuesday morning, 
the horrible loss of someone with 
so much in common with all 
Laurentian students. The differ- 
ence with Renee may be her com- 
mitment to her studies while she 
worked full time, played in the 
Sudbury Orchestra, and somehow 
still managed to spend time with 
herfriends and family. Any woman 
who already accomplished so much 
in her life was destined for even 
more successes. 

The loss of someone who 
was obviously so special and moti- 
vated will have a lasting effect on 
all of us who were here when it 
happened. The old clich6 is that it 
takes a tragedy for people to realize 
the precious nature of life and to 
appreciate each day that we have. 
But Rente's life, more than her 
untimely death teaches us that we 
can always pursue our dreams, 
achieve as much as we want to, and 
never let obstacles get in our way. 
This tragedy also makes us realize 
how one person can affect the lives 



of so many others, without ever 
really meaning to. Ren6e was one 
of those people. 

It would be very easy to lin- 
ger on the ugliness and horror of a 
woman being murdered or the fear 
and vulnerability we all feel, how- 
ever, the real issue here is not neces- 
sarily how it happened but how it is 
going to change you. We all have to 
stop and think how this makes us 
feel. If you feel sick that this hap- 
pened, as I'm sure we all do, you can 
decide to be more vocal about vio- 
lence in society, or an employee's 
right to protection, or any other as- 
pect of this tragedy that strikes you 
personally. You may even feel the 
need to talk to someone about how 
you're feeling about all of this, in 
which case you may wish to avail 
yourself of Laurentian's counsel- 
ling services (located at the rear of 
the Placement centre). 

While it may seem crass to 
try and find a way to turn this awful 
incident into some kind of positive 
action, it seems like the only way to 
make this somewhat bearable. We 
simply cannot rationalize this away 
or escape in the fact that maybe we 
did not know her so we are not 
affected. The fact of the matter is 
that it does affect us. The only way 
to start coming to terms with Renee ' s 
death is to never forget that it hap- 
pened and to try to make something 
positive out of this tragedy.

Isn't it interesting that the very 
same week the Canadian Federation 
of Students holds its National Day of 
Action against student debt, we see a 
column here in Lambda calling the 
Federation 'ineffective'? This com- 
ing from the campus representative 
of the party which has raised your 
tuition more than thirty percent, over 
the past two years, here in Ontario. 
The very fact that the attack came, 
tells me that Tories on campuses 
across Ontario are feeling the heat. 
Could it be that it is becoming obvi- 
ous that during the next election, 
Tories will fare little better than a 
narc at abikerrally (thank you Dennis 
Miller) when it come to getting stu- 
dent votes? Could it be that they 
have an axe to grind against the or 
ganization that has been most effec-

The CFS is the only student 
organization that combines lobbying 
on yourbehalfwith direct action. On 
behalf of its 430,000 members, the 
CFS dialogues with all levels of gov- 
ernment. Ever since I can remember, 
the CFS has been alerting the public 
and politicians of all political stripes 
of the need for student-friendly 
policy. Whether it's the need for 
grants, the need for a tuition freeze or 
the need for a travel discount on Via 
Rail, no-one has stood up for us like 
the CFS. 

On top of its political role, the 
CFS runs student services. It owns 
Travel Cuts as well as running the 
ISIC student travel discount program. 
Do you really think that membership 
in one of the other student organiza- 



tions will get you forty per cent off 
VIA? I don't think so. Also, it runs 
a 'student saver' discount card pro- 
gram in every community that has a 
Federated student association (the 
discount at Gloria's being my local 
favourite). Finally, it runs the Stu- 
dent Work Abroad program, known 
as SWAP. 

Somehow, none of these pro- 
grams seem 'ineffective'. 

The CFS is one of four stu- 
dent organizations across the coun- 
try. It is the only one to be repre- 
sented in each region, it is the only 
one to feature small and large univer- 
sities, and it is the only one to include 
both colleges and universities in its 
membership. These facts impress 
government. This is why they listen 



to the CFS over the other organiza- 
tions. 

Contempt from the right is the 
sincerest form of flattery when it 
comes to an organization that works 
for student rights. If anything, it 
should be a badge of shame for stu- 
dent organizations such as OUSA or 
CASA that so many Tories feel so at 
home. When it comes to judging 
whether or not an organization is an 
effective vehicle for putting forth a 
pro-student agenda, I think we should 
ask ourselves a few questions about 
the campus conservatives. Perhaps 
the 'tales from the right' can dedicate 
a column featuring the role of the 
campus right in the fight for an acces- 
sible Laurentian University. 

As far as the CFS goes: activ- 
ist, perhaps; diverse, certainly; but 
ineffective, NEVER.

(and night) in Winnipeg. Approxi- 
mately 250 students from the Uni- 
versity of Winnipeg and a much 
smaller contingent from the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba blocked traffic in 
front of a government building while 
waving banners and picket signs and 
blowing whistles. 

Lisa Shaw, who works with 
the Canadian Centre for Policy Al- 
ternatives, a progressive think tank, 
told the crowd that it had gained the 
attention of politicians. 

"By coming out here today, 
you can have a victory against stu- 
dent debt by making it be addressed 
and making the politicians look at it. 
And by coming out and blocking 
traffic in downtown Winnipeg, I think 
they're going to listen," she said. 

Later in the afternoon a 
group of approximately 100 students 
occupied the constituency officer of 
premier Gary Filmon. As the day 
wore on, numbers dwindled, with 
approximately 30 staying the night. 
Authorities allowed the occupiers to 
come and go as they pleased. Several 
unhappy students left during the 
night, saying the sit-in had become 
more of a party than a political ac- 
tion. 

A number of students re- 
joined the occupation the next day, 
and it ended peacefully that after- 
noon without incident. 

Liz Carlyle, president of the 
U of W student union and national 
chair elect for the federation, says 
she thought the occupation was im- 
portant to get the students' message 



across. 

"There hasn't been an occu- 
pation in Manitoba for some time. I 
think it's about time something like 
this happened because the provincial 
government has been ignoring our 
requests for a long time," she said. "I 
think the occupation was a good idea 
because it shows, not just to the poli- 
ticians but also to the public that stu- 
dents are pretty well at the end of their 
rope." 

Events were more somber at 
Simon Fraser University in B.C., 
where the focus of discontent Jan. 28 
and for the past two weeks has been a 
large brick wall erected by the stu- 
dent union to represent the extent of 
student debt. 

Students had the opportu- 
nity to write their student loan debts 
on the bricks that made up the wall. 
Debts as high as $60,000 were re- 
corded. The wall grew to cover an 
area over eight feet high and 12 feet 
wide. Maya Russell, student union 
treasurer, says the total debt written 
on the wall added up to $8.28-mil- 
lion. 

Several hundred students 
from Northern Ontario colleges and 
universities gathered together at Lau- 
rentian University in Sudbury for the 
first-ever .collective rally of students 
in the northern region of the province. 

"Overall, I think we sent the 
government a clear message that stu- 
dents have had enough. We had a 
couple hundred students from all 
across Northern Ontario, which was a 
first. It was an overwhelming suc- 
cess," Jennifer Chamberland, an ex- 



ecutive member of Laurentian's stu- 
dent union, said. 

On their way to Sudbury, 
students from Nipissing University, 
where tuition fees makes up more 
than 50 per cent of the operating 
budget, took a 'Stop the Cuts' bus 
tour checking out the food banks, 
transition houses and other areas 
impacted by provincial government 
cutbacks. 

The tour wrapped up at pro- 
vincial premier Mike Harris's con- 
stituency office, where the students 
left a small graveyard, indicating 
accessible post-secondary education 
is dead. 

Because January ' s massive 
ice storm hampered organizing ef- 
forts, the Day of Action was pushed 
forward in Quebec to Feb. 1 1 . 

But at a press conference 
Jan. 28, Anna Kruzynski, chair of 
the Quebec component of the CFS, 
spoke of how the corporate sector 
was undermining public post-sec- 
ondary education. This was vividly 
illustrated by a mural presented at 
the conference, which had the Mon- 
treal stock exchange lit up with all 
the colleges and universities in the 
dark. 

Kruzynski says during the 
ice storm downtown Montreal was 
black except for the exchange. There 
were hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple freezing in the dark and the fi- 
nancial district went on business as 
usual, she says. 

"It was a metaphor for the 
corporations taking over and leav- 
ing us all in the dark," she said.

Hampton brings 

'Dialogue for Change' 

toLU

On the heels of the Day of 
Action demonstration at LU and 
across the country, Howard Hamp- 
ton, provincial leader of the New 
Democratic Party, brought his Dia- 
logue for Change campaign to LU. 

The campaign, according 
to NDP organizers, is to sound out 
the Ontario pub- 
lic on provincial 
policy issues 
such as educa- 
tion, health care 
and social serv- 
ices. 

N o t 
surprisingly, Mr. 
Hampton, who 
was accompa- 
nied by Shelley 
Martel, MPP for 
Sudbury East, 
and the retiring Floyd Laughren, 
MPPfor Nickel Belt, reserved harsh 
criticism of the Mike Harris Pro- 
gressive Conservatives. 

Mr. Hampton accused Mr. 
Harris of having made the choice to 
reward the "wealthiest Ontarians" 
with his provincial tax cut at the 
expense of health care and educa- 
tion. He said that Ontarians in the 
average wage bracket, $33,000 per 
annum, would be able to afford "an 
extra cup of coffee" every week 
($ l .40), while those in the $ 1 00,000 
range would see "lucrative" results, 
the $ 1 50,000 range "very lucrative" 
and in the $200,000 range "a new 
Mercedes". 

The idea of a tax cut to 
stimulate consumer spending, said 
Mr. Hampton, is not the innovation 
of Mr. Harris. In implementing the 
strategy, he is following in the foot- 
steps of former Prime Minister of 



England, Margaret Thatcher, and 
former President of the United States, 
Ronald Reagan. Both leaders used 
tax cuts to stimulate their respective 
countries' economies in the 1980's. 
In both instances, according to Mr. 
Hampton, the results were higher un- 
employment and "a larger gap be- 
tween the haves and have-nots." 
Moreover, there was 
no evidence that the 
cut led to spending 
that would stimulate 
economic activity. 
Tf "Reagan's tax cut 

was spent in interna- 
tional markets and on 
conspicuous spend- 
ing," said Mr. Hamp- 
ton. 

"I think there are 
other choices [than 
tax cuts]. I think 
there are better choices," said Mr. 
Hampton, "including investment in 
students [in order] to meet the knowl- 
edge-based economy." 

Mr. Hampton also stressed 
the "great productivity advantage" of 
a public health care system and a 
highly skilled and educated work 
force. These were factors, agreed 
Mr. Laughren, in Chrysler's decision 
to build its mini-vans in Windsor 
during the NDP's run of the prov- 
ince. Nevertheless, the provincial 
Tories, said Mr. Hampton, are mov- 
ing to the adoption of American mod- 
els of health care and education de- 
livery. 

For post-secondary educa- 
tion, said Mr. Hampton, this would 
mean a few private institutions with 
very high tuition, juxtaposed against 
"assembly line" state universities 
whose philosophy would be "cram 
'em in, and push 'em out." 



CASA defends press 
release

OTTAWA (CUP) - Some people are 
scratching their heads over a recent 
press release put out by the Canadian 
Alliance of Student Associations. 

The release, entitled "CAS A 
encouraged by CFS Support for Na- 
tional Grants," thanks the Canadian 
Federation of Students for support- 
ing their proposal to implement a 
national system of grants. 

"CASA today expressed its 
gratitude towards the CFS for join- 
ing in CASA's battle to get student 
grants made into a national priority," 
the document states. 

The alliance, which repre- 
sents 13 student councils across 
Canada, made this declaration Jan. 
22, just days after the 400,000 mem- 
ber-strong federation publicly an- 
nounced the Jan. 28 Day of Action, 
which had the theme Stop Student 
Debt, National Grants Now. 

"It's an interesting revision 
of history, to put it bluntly," Jennifer 
Story, deputy chair of the federation, 
said. 

She points to the fact that 



the federation has been fighting for a 
system of national grants since its 
inception 17 years ago. At the 1981 
Canadian Federation of Students 
founding meeting, the federation 
adopted its first campaign, entitled 
'Grants not Loans.' 

"We've always, always, al- 
ways fought for grants," Story said 
"We were vocal when the provinces 
were cutting grants, which is what led 
us to the debt crisis that [has of late] 
stepped up the campaign for national 
grants." 

And federation documenta- 
tion shows that precursors to the CFS 
supported national grants as far back 
as the '50s and '60s. For example, one 
such group supported a 1 963 proposal 
by Prime Minister Lester B. Pearson 
to introduce a student assistance pro- 
gram comprised of 10,000 scholar- 
ships worth $ 1 ,000 each. 

Two years after the federa- 
tion's creation, then secretary of state 
Gerald Regan promised the group that 
the federal government would intro- 
duce a new student aid plan that year 
which would include a grants compo- 
nent None was forthcoming 
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Always In Our Hearts. Renee Sweeney 1974 - 1998.

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Why Black History Month?

Why exactly do we need an 
entire month of the year dedicated to 
raising awareness about black his- 
tory? What makes black history so 
special that it merits its own month of 
the year? To find the answers to these 
questions, we must look back several 
hundred years, through the centuries 
and right up into the present. Con- 
ventional treatment of black history 
has simply been that it did not exist. 
It has been a commonly held belief 
that there has been no significant 
contribution to history, culture, lit- 
erature, or any other aspect of society 
by Africans or other Black civiliza- 
tions. The extent to which this belief 
is wrong is astounding. It has only 
been because of ignorance and rac- 
ism that black history has been re- 
pressed, distorted, and stolen not only 
from black people but from scholars 
and students of all races. 

The movement for Black His- 
tory Month began as a response to 
this mutilation of black history and as 
a defense against the attack on black 
heritage and culture. Dr. Carter 
Godwin Woodson, an African Ameri- 
can scholar with a PhD. from Harvard 
began the movement to counteract 



the ignorance and deliberate distor- 
tion of black history and the initial 
result was "Negro History Week". 
But one week of the year proved to be 
wholly insufficient to bring attention 
to black history and the need to study 
and recognize it. It eventually trans- 
formed into Black History Month as 
it has been known as throughout North 
America since 1926. 

Black History Month is an 
opportunity to explore the important 
contributions of many different peo- 
ples to many different areas. It is an 
occasion to examine collective inge- 
nuity, creativity, cultural and politi- 
cal experiences. BlackHistory Month 
allows an entire heritage and culture 
to be reclaimed, a pride to be taken 
back, and an identity to be estab- 
lished. Not only does this observ- 
ance give self-esteem and cultural 
empowerment to black cultures, it 
educates non-blacks and helps to 
eliminate ignorance and possibly fight 
racism. 

The importance to all races of 
having a rich, broad, and recognized 
history cannot be underestimated. It 
is through this common heritage that 
a sense of racial identity and esteem, 
within each race and to others, is 
developed. Black History Month il- 



lustrates to all races the important 
contributions made to global culture 
by black people the world over. Any 
study of history , the arts, or any other 
field, that does not consider the par- 
ticipation of Black and African peo- 
ple will be sorely lacking and a far 
from complete picture. 

Take a glance through any 
history textbook or literary anthol- 
ogy; how much of it expresses a 
black perspective or extols the con- 
tributions and strides made by black 
individuals or societies? How can 
any sort of accurate depiction of 
events be given if a vast portion of 
the population is denied representa- 
tion? Black History Month is an 
active countermeasure to this perva- 
sive Eurocentric perspective. The 
only problem is that it is confined to 
one month of the year. What a sad 
statement that black history is only 
brought into the collective conscious 
foran allotted time. What if we were 
aware of white history for only one 
month of the year? 

In honour of Black History 
Month, check out what sort of semi- 
nars, presentations, and speeches are 
being offered. Expand your hori- 
zons and explore the diverse, and 
impressive world of black history. 



Underground Railroad

Black people are one of 
America's oldest minorities. Many 
were brought to America as slaves or 
indentured servants as far back as 
1619. Historically slavery was legal 
in the United States, and a slave held 
little to no rights. Not recognized as 
citizens, slaves who were free often 
ran the risk of being returned to slav- 
ery. In Maryland in 1717, any freed 
slave who married a white person 
was returned to slavery for life. Vir- 
ginia passed a law which stated that 
an emancipated person could be 
bought back into slavery if they re- 
mained in the state for more than one 
year. Those who managed to gain 
and keep their freedom were still 
barred from most employment and 
denied rights such as voting, owning 
property and holding public office. 

The passage of the Fugitive 
Slave Act in the United States in 
1850 meant that thousands of free 
black slaves who were living in the 
North would be captured and returned 
to slavery and bondage. In Canada 
those who were sympathetic to abo- 
litionist ideals formed the Canadian 
Anti-Slavery Society in 1851 to help 
refugees escape. By forming the un- 
derground railroad, many Americans 
and Canadians helped slaves escape 
across the boarder often at great risk. 
This network of people sheltered es- 
caped slaves and helped smuggle 
them across the boarder. 

The desire for freedom sent 
more then two thousand slaves out of 
the South every year. The want and 
need for freedom was not a new idea. 
When Spanish explorers first landed 



in America (present day South Caro- 
lina) in 1526 with black slaves, the 
first slave uprising took place. Be- 
tween the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries, over two hundred revolts 
and well-planned uprisings occurred. 

In order for slaves to reach 
the Canadian border and freedom, 
many well-laid routes were estab- 
lished. All routes led to the Great 
Lakes, some coming from Ohio and 
others, Pennsylvania. Ohio had many 
residence who had left the South be- 
cause they did not agree with slavery. 
Many fugitive slaves were able to 
find help and support any place along 
the Ohio river, until they reached the 
centre of the state where they traveled 
through the woodlands with the help 
of the Odawa Indians. Pennsylvania 
help came from a large number of 
Quakers, who felt that slavery was 
against God's will. They were quick 
to help and befriend. No matter the 
route taken, the goal was the same - 
Canada. 

That is not say that there 
was no risk in participating in the 
underground railroad. In 1793 any 
slave who was captured was sent 
back to slavery. Anyone caught help- 
ing a slave was fined five hundred 
dollars. But those willing to help knew 
that they needed quick wits and im- 
agination more then anything else. 
By 1818 most supporters knew who 
could and could not be trusted. Many 
runaway slaves were 
transported by night, 
house to house where 
they were hidden by 
day. Many were hid- 
den on ships and sailed 
to freedom while oth- 
ers relied on new 
friends to help ease 
their journey by foot. 

Quakers 
helping with the under- 
ground railroad pre- 
sented some problems. 



While they were against slavery, they 
were also compelled to follow the 
laws of their States. In order to help, 
they found loopholes in the laws 
which allowed them to help with a 
clear conscience. When asked if they 
were harboring slaves they were able 
to say no because they did not see 
these people as slaves. For them 
there were no such creatures as slaves. 
They saw these people as friends in 
need of help. Other loopholes were 
found in the laws which allowed re- 
captured slaves to be kept in the 
North, often being in court for days, 
just long enough for their capturers 
to give up in search of more lucrative 
finds. 

Although many slaves made 
it to Canada, when the Civil War 
broke out in 1861, many of these 
freed slaves went back to the States 
and fought with the Northerners who 
believed in abolishment. The Eman- 
cipation Act of 1863 saw the aboli- 
tion of slavery in the United States. 
Many former slaves returned to the 
US afterEmancipation having found 
temporary refuge in Canada but no 
more tolerance or acceptance then 
they had experienced in the States. 
Canada's harsh climate, lack of fam- 
ily and opportunity left little for the 
free person to hope for. However, 
Canada did offer freedom of person, 
and safety. Most important was the 
offering of self-respect.

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The Origins of Black History Month

The celebration of Black His- 
tory Month began when historian 
Carter G. Woodson, generally re- 
garded as the father of African Ameri- 
can history, initiated Black History 
Week in February 1926. In 1915, 
Woodson established the Associa- 
tion for the Study of Negro Life 
and History which was formed to 
continue the tradition of preserving 
the history of people of African de- 
scent. Four hundred years of colonial 
domination and slavery resulted in 
the distortion, omission, and under- 
representatiOn of this history in every 
aspect. For these reasons, Woodson, 
as editor of the Journal of Negro 
History, recognized the necessity for 
students, teachers, and the general 
literary public to become aware of 
the achievements of African Ameri- 
cans. His Association annually cel- 
ebrated the literary achievements of 
Black people, and expanded into a 
movement that enjoyed spectacular 
success for more than a decade. 

From those modest begin- 
nings, virtually all agencies with di- 
rect impact on the African American 
community, became involved in the 
activities, which later were extended 
to cover a month. Various themes 
such as the black family, black edu- 
cation, black explorers, the black 
church, and black scientists have 
been the focus for Black History 
Month. While at one level the aim is 



to promote pride and self-esteem and 
enhance the cultural heritage of peo- 
ple of African descent, at another 
level the hope is that through these 
activities other racial groups would 
obtain a better understanding of the 
African tradition as well as the con- 
tributions of people of African origin 
throughout the new world diaspora. 

In Canada, Negro History 
Week was first celebrated by the 
Canadian Negro Women's Asso- 
ciation in 1 957. In 1 979, the one year 
old Ontario Black History Society 
petitioned the mayor of Toronto to 
issue the proclamation making Feb- 
ruary Black History Month. Febru- 
ary was chosen because it included 
the birthdays of Frederick Douglass, 
a well known Black Freedom fighter 
who helped slaves escape via the 
Underground Railroad, and 
Abraham Lincoln, the former Presi- 
dent of the United States who freed 
slaves during the U.S. Civil War. 

Few can doubt the enormous 
strides that have taken place in bring- 
ing to the public important aspects of 
the African American/ African Ca- 
nadian past. Through Black History 
Month, it is hoped that we all become 
more aware of the significant aspects 
that Black people have played in en- 
riching Canada's experience. Pre- 
sumably, these special activities bear 
testimony in part to the richness of 
the Canadian cultural heritage, and 
point to a greater appreciation and 
tolerance in others toward the diverse 



cultures on which th is nation is bound. 

It would be disingenuous, 
however, for me to suggest that all is 
well as the larger Canadian society 
has shaped and continues to reshape 
Afro-Canadian culture. In order to 
be in a position to appreciate, we first 
need to be educated about these con- 
tributions and the context in which 
they evolved. Educators should 
reexamine their syllabi and curricu- 
lum to ensure inclusion of material 
relating to people of African origin. 
Students from all walks of life should 
inquire about the role of African peo- 
ple in almost every area of study. 
Clearly, we need to redouble our 
efforts throughout the year until we 
achieve that goal. 

When all persons and groups 
more readily recognize and appreci- 
ate the contributions and culture of 
African people, a month-long slate 
of activities may no longer constitute 
the main direction for highlighting 
the achievements of African people 
all over the world. Only then will our 
collective consciousness be better 
informed by the knowledge of how 
cultural diversity has enriched our 
lives. 

When that time arrives, per- 
haps a special day or week might still 
be needed for a celebration and re- 
membrance. Until then, it is upon us 
all to appreciate and further the goals 
and aims of Carter G. Woodson and 
the other honourable founders of 
Black History Month. 



The Heart of African Kwanzaa

Spears scintillate in the tradi- 
tional ambiance of African tempera- 
ment, masks obscure the faces of war- 
riors, and African drums pulsate with 
every elapsing second. Kwanzaa has 
begun and African people are together 
once again. This is a time of com- 
memoration and the hearts of all Af- 
rican people are consolidated. 
Kwanzaa signifies this virtuous be- 
ginning of unity and consonance 
through its unique seven day celebra- 
tion observed in December of each 
year. Much can be discerned from the 
celebration, and its principles serve 
to unite diverse African American/ 
Canadian and Caribbean population 
through non-religious means. 
Kwanzaa has been acclimated from 
annual agricultural festivals that rep- 
resent an integral part of the African 
tradition. The word Kwanzaa origi- 
nates from the Swahili language and 
ensues from the phrase "mantunda ya 



kwanza", which in Swahili means 
"the first fruits of the harvest". 

Dr. Mauluna Ron Karenga be- 
gan Kwanzaa in 1 996 as a celebra- 
tion specific to people of African 
descent in order to unify and reassert 
traditional values. It renders a time to 
provide reminder of the seven princi- 
ples, one for each of the seven days. 
In Swahili these are: Umoja (Unity), 
Kujichagulia (Self-determination), 
Ujima(Responsibility),Ujamaa (Co- 
operative Economics), Nia (Purpose), 
Kuumba (Creativity), and Imani 
(Faith). 

Kwanzaa is meant to signify a 
non-materialistic holiday, with any 
gifts being endowed being hand- 
made, or celebrating as an aspect of 
African American/Canadian and Car- 
ibbean life. Children in public schools 
in some countries now learn about 
Kwanzaa as one of the important 
celebrations of the December holi- 
day season. Some Unitarian 
Universalist churches celebrate 




Kwanzaa on the first Sunday after 
Christmas, ensuing a merriment and 
enticing program with storytelling, 
African musicians African foods, 
African fashions, seminars, work- 
shops and dances. Its activities are 
family and community oriented, and 
"zawadi", or gifts of cultural signifi- 
cance, are exchanged during the fes- 
tival. 

The ideals of the holiday, col- 
lectively known as the "Nguzo Saba", 
are enshrined through a daily candle- 
lighting ceremony. On each of the 
seven days, a candle is lit, and the 
principles of the day are deliberated 
and discussed. Candles of disjunc- 
tive colours epitomize different 
meanings. Red candles signify the 
struggle of the African people, black 
candles represent the African peo- 
ple, and green candles insinuate hope. 
The candles are usually placed in a 
seven-armed candle holder, under- 
neath which a straw mat, symbol ic of 
tradition (a foundation on which to 
build on) is found. 

Fruits and vegetables are a 
part of the celebration because they 
exemplify the products of a unified 
effort. Children constitute an emi- 
nent part of Kwanzaa, and each ear 
of com represents a child. A feast 
of African foods concludes 
Kwanzaa ensuing a sip from a com- 
munal cup of sparkling wine. 

An estimated 20 million peo- 
ple of African descent celebrate 
Kwanzaa across the globe. An in- 
creasing number of cities are also 
beginning to sponsor Kwanzaa pro- 
grams and hopefully soon Canada 
will embrace Kwanzaa, for it is a 
time for reflection and pristine be- 
ginning, a time to reap the "fruits of 
the harvest." 
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The Story of Josiah 
Henson 

Josiah Henson began life as a slave and became, over the course 
of his lifetime, an important activist, educator, and humanitarian. He 
has been identified by history with the fictional character "Uncle Tom" 
in Harriet Beecher Stowe's widely read Uncle Tom's Cabin. This 
explosive novel set in motion the anti-slavery sentiments of its time, 
contributing very greatly to the eventual abolition of slavery in the U.S. 
The legacy of Uncle Tom to posterity, and to blacks in particular, is one 
of a well-mannered, trusting and loyal servant. "Uncle Tom" is today 
a negative term used to stereotype blacks who exhibit these tendencies 
towards white people.

permitted to obscure the 
character and accom- 
plishments of the real 
man. Henson was the 
first black Canadian of 
national and interna- 
tional importance. He 
was bom a slave, June 
15, 1789 in Maryland. 
At the age of 1 8, he be- 
came a Christian, and at 
22 he married and even- 
tually had 12 children. He became a preacher in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He was to be sold as a slave at auction in New 
Orleans, however he was not sold, and this event became the catalyst for 
his escape to freedom. He ended up in Upper Canada in 1 830 with his 
wife and children. 

Once in Canada, the preacher became an activist who began 
helping other fugitives like himself. His major focus consisted in 
providing his people with the two most important factors for prosperity; 
land and education. In 1936, Henson met Hiram Wilson, an anti- 
slavery activist, and the two began the British-American Institute in 
1 842. After a great deal of fund-raising, they finally were able to accept 
12 students to learn various trades. 

Eventually a settlement of about 500 people developed on the 
1500 acres of land surrounding! the school. The settlers cultivated 
tobacco, wheat and oats and were fully self-sufficient. He learned how 
to read and write after coming to Canada, and wrote his widely read 
autobiography, The Life of Josiah Henson. He traveled widely in 
Canada, the U.S. and England raising money for the Institute and the 
settlement. Josiah Henson emphasized the need for self-reliance and 
co-operative effort. He gave his people pride. Never one to be 
compliant, Josiah Henson was a leader and a visionary who showed 
many Black Canadians a new and independent way of life.

Black Canadian women have 
been and continue to be a force to be 
reckoned with, both nationally and 
internationally. This demographic 
group first came into recognition with 
the Canadian Negro Women's As- 
sociation, which existed from 1951- 
1976. This was an organization that 
had its roots in a time before any 
organized movements for Black rec- 
ognition had yet coalesced. Before 
"Black is beautiful", came the notion 
that Black women in Canada had some- 
thing important and valuable to offer, 
and collectively, they could effect a 
change. Not only did the Association 
achieve these aims, they also pro- 
moted self-respect and self-esteem to 
Black people, as well as developing a 
growing respect for the Black com- 
munity in the wider community.

The women who made up the 
Association were concerned with the 
pursuit of racial, civil, and human 
rights. Their work ended up benefit- 
ing not only Black Canadians, but 
people of all races, class, and social 
conditions. It was in fact the Cana- 
dian Negro Women's Association 
who provided numerous scholarships 
to needy students over the years, ini- 
tiated the celebration of Black His- 
tory Month in Canada, acted as a 
media watchdog and policed authori- 
ties for prejudicial behaviour, and 
raised thousands of dollars for vari- 
ous charities and community projects. 

One of the primary activities 
of the Association was the organiza- 
tion of the Calypso Carnival. This 
carnival began as a fundraising event 
for the Association's other initiatives. 
The original carnival featured a floor 
show, booths, Caribbean foods, and a 
dance. The enormous success and 
massive turnout stunned the mem- 
bers of the Association. This Ca- 
lypso Carnival eventually trans- 
formed into Caribana, which con- 
tinues to be an extremely popular 
celebration of Caribbean culture and 
heritage and is celebrated in Toronto 
every summer. 

The Canadian Negro Wom- 
en's Association also launched the 
first ever National Congress of Black 
Women on April 6, 1973. With the 
efforts of Kay Livingston, Aileen 
Williams, Verda Cook, and Eugenie 
Rose-Allen, the National Congress 
of Black Women brought together 
over 200 Black women from across 
Canada, with participation also com- 
ing from the West Indes and Africa. 



Some of the topics addressed in the 
first Congress include; education, im- 
migration, communications, and a 
spirit of cooperation, joint action, and 
community involvement. Today, the 
Congress of Black Women of 
Canada has over 600 members with 
23 chapters are spread across the 
country. 

Some of the main initiatives 
of the Congress consist of; "To pro- 
vide a network of solidarity for Black 
women in Canada, and to be a united 
voice in the defense and extension of 
human rights and liberties for Black 
women in Canada; To foster a cli- 
mate in which it is acceptable for 
Black women to openly examine the 
issues which affect us and our fami- 
lies; and, To plan and implement a 
program of education for Black 
women." The Congress addresses 
such issues as health, housing, rac- 
ism, education, immigration, crimi- 
nal law, police-community relations, 
and child development all in an effort 
to promote and achieve their initia- 
tives. 

Throughout Canadian history , 
Black women have been important 
actors, contributing not only to social 
activism but also to every aspect of 
Canadian culture and society. From 
the early migrant laborer and pioneer 
settler, through the midwives and 
school teachers to the present, Cana- 
dian Black women have changed the 
face of Canadian culture, politics, 
art, literature, and so much more. 
And this strong tradition of leader- 
ship, activism, and participation con- 
tinues to grow.

HALIFAX (CUP) - Legendary 
singer-songwriter Bob Dylan cer- 
tainly has some avid fans at Dalhousie 
University. 

Students have submitted a 
petition, some 400 signatures strong, 
to the university in an effort to have 
Dylan awarded an honourary degree. 

"For the university to give 
Bob Dylan a degree is not so much an 
honour for Bob Dylan, but it signifies 
that the university recognizes him 
and his contributions to society and 
to students," Corinne Hewson, a 
Dalhousie student involved in the 
campaign, said. 

"He makes you feel some- 
thing, think something, which is 
enough. We're not talking about the 
Nobel Prize here," she added. 

Jason McGroarty, another 
Dalhousie student involved in the 
campaign, says he believes Dylan is 
an ideal candidate, arguing the writer

and performer helps to link today's 
generation with that of the '60s. 

"He was a representative for 
the '60s generation, but he also acts 
as a bridge between that generation 
and ours. His writing is still as rel- 
evant today as it was then," he said. 

But not everyone would 
agree. Dylan sparked the ire of some 
when his '60s anthem to social 
change, "The Times Are A- 
Changin'," recently turned up in a 
Bank of Montreal ad campaign pitch- 
ing a new banking service. 

McGroarty says though it 
may be unconventional for an aca- 
demic institution to honour a pop- 
culture icon, Dylan has a good chance 
of being chosen. 

Dalhousie awarded Leonard 
Cohen, another singer-songwriter, 
with an honourary degree in 1971.

Shelly Drake, secretary for 
Dalhousie 's Board of Governors, says 
a well- written nomination form often 
makes the difference.

We have a three-fold man- 
date: we want to get Bob Dylan an 
honourary degree, we want to get 
people involved, and we want to use 
the momentum of what we are doing 
to benefit other causes," McGroarty 
said. 

The group organizing the 
campaign has already hosted a Bob 
Dylan night at a campus pub to raise 
the profile of their cause, and in the 
process raised money forDalhousie's 
women's centre. 

Student union vice-president 
Bridgette McCaig says the university 
should consider honouring Dylan 
because of the impact he has on stu- 
dents. 

"Sitting through a two-hour 
ceremony can be tough, but seeing 
Bob Dylan stare back at you would be 
amazing.

Here is the second and final 
part of my interview with James 
"Richie Rich" Dostall and World 
Midget Champion Frenchie 
Lamonte of the ICW. This half of the 
interview is more centred on the train- 
ing and becoming a wrestler. We did 
get a little off from the questions, but 
this is extremely interesting stuff for 
those of you interested in the behind 
the scenes workings of a wrestling 
school and federation. 

How much freedom does your 
school give to the new wrestlers in 
creating their own persona, gim- 
mick, style and finishing move? 

J- It's kind of a joint discussion. If 
someone has a real good idea and we 
think that it will work for him, by all 
means he can decide that himself. If 
not, just from his style and personal- 
ity, we can come up with something 
forhim. But if he has a good idea and 
he has thought of this foryears and we 
think it is something the people would 
like and it fits his personality, we give 
him the freedom in that. 

What would you say to someone 
like me who is considering becom- 
ing a professional wrestler? 

J- The whole process starts off with 
an application. You would get a phone 
call probably from Ike "The Crippler" 
Shaw, he would ask you a few ques- 
tions like, "Have you done some ama- 
teur wrestling in thepast?"They would 
ask you a few questions about your 
physical health. You would have to 
get a doctors certificate and do a physi- 
cal to make sure you are in good 
health, so that after running a half 
hour you don't collapse and have a 
heart attack. You have to be in good 
physical condition. Then from there, 
the next thing is we would invite you 
to come to the school. The gym is 
filled with old pictures from Stam- 
pede Wrestling where you will see 
people like Rick Martel, Bret and 
Owen Hart as little kids. They are like 
1 10 lbs scrawny little kids. You will 
see how they were 20 years ago. We 
have three rings as well; two big rings 
that we use for the show and the 
training ring at the gym as well as 
weights and other things. 

We don't have room to ac- 
commodate everyone, and not every- 
one is chosen. You can kind of tell if 
a person is athletic just by looking at 
them and talking to them a bit about 
their past. The next step is, what we 
have for our students, some people 
learn wrestling in six months, some 
take a year, but it doesn't matter, 
because when you pay your tuition 
fees, what that includes is your stay at 
the gym. The wrestlers actually eat, 
sleep, live and shit wrestling because 
they are there 24/7. You live right at 
the gym. You don't live in the gym, 
but there are actual bedrooms in the 
back. There are laundry facilities, 
there's a kitchen, showers and it's all 
right there separate from the gym, but 
it's all on one floor. 

You don't train during the day, 
most of the students do their cardio 
during the day because we are located 
above a bank, so all the training goes 
on when the bank closes at six. They 
train from six to ten every night. So 
you can train seven days a week. 
During the day, most of them try to 
find jobs because we don't cover their 
food. You can't feed someone for a 



year off the tuition that they pay. 

If it's going to take you five 
months to learn then start working 
on the shows, great. It might take 
you three months, a year or a year 
and a half, but you only pay the one 
time thing then you are a member 
into the gym and into everything. .4- 
life! 

What is the worst part about work- 
ing in professional wrestling? 

J- Frenchie has had lots of broken 
bones. After wrestling on a regular 
basis, he's got a hip replacement, 
he's broke his toes, his arms. 
F- I broke my ankle, I've sprained 
my knee a couple of times. But after 
all it's wrestling. You have to expect 
it. It's not done purposely, it's just 
bad accidents, bad timing and bad 
falls. That's why it's so freaking 
scary when you wrestle, if you don't 
watch what you are doing, and you 
are not sure of yourself it's advisable 
not to try a stunt you have never tried 
before. That's what makes me mad 
about the kids that we train. They 
will do stuff they see on TV and hurt 
themselves, instead of waiting and 
being taught it. Don't do things that 
you are unsure of. 
J- People will try this stuff , but try it 
on their bed mattress. You know, 
you suplex a guy, but of course it's 
not going to hurt on your bed when 
you have two feet of foam there. But 
the ring is hard. Its' not soft like an 
air mattress. You do feel it when you 
fal 1 . You learn how to fall , and break 
the fall a little bit. but it still hurts. 
F- It's got to be in to you to become 
a wrestler. A lot of people say they 
would like to become a wrestler, and 
yet they try it out and they can't 
because it's not in them. But for you 
to make it... if it's not in you, you will 
never make it. 

J- Two out of three people who start 
training at our school will drop out 
after a short time because they can't 
take it anymore. Once you get past 
that point and once you are ready, 
you will be in the ICW. That's 
where we have an advantage then 
like going to Joe's Wrestling School 
in California where when you are 
done the guy has no work for you. 
You go and pay $3000 US and also 
pay for a place to stay, then with no 
work, you spent your money for noth- 
ing. In the ICW, if you make it 
through and stick with us, you will 
be working on our shows. You will 
see our new guys wrestling on our 
show that aren't listed on the poster. 
So you will have a spot if you can get 
past the initial pain and that sort of 
thing. 

F- It is hard, no doubts about it. Like 
I was saying before. You have to 
take the pain and the suffering; the 
rope burns, the mat burns, especially 
when you take a shower afterwards, 
then you are really asking for pain! 
Your skin is raw. It's something that 
you have to go through. 
J- Not everybody gets in, and we 
only have limited room and beds. 
We have students right now, two 
from Germany, one from Australia, 
a couple from the East Coast, there 
was two guys from Nebraska. 
Through the internet, we are getting 
students from all over. There are 
guys even in Mexico that want to 
come up. The Ha Brothers School 
of Wrestling as well our president, 



An Interview With ICW Personalities, Part 2. 
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Ike "The Crippler" Shaw is our vice 
president, the president is Waldo Von 
Erich. He was half of the WWF Tag 
Team Champions with Fritz Von 
Erich, which is Kerry and Terry 
(Texas Tornado) and all the Von 
Erichs. They were the champions 
when it was the WWWF (World Wide 
Wrestling Federation), so we have 
the background. Waldo still holds the 
record for the longest wrestling match , 
he wrestled way overanhourat Madi- 
son Square Gardens against Bruno 
Sammartino. There is over 60 years 
experience in the guys that are in- 
structing you (Von Erich and Shaw), 
as well as the other guys that we use. 
They pop into the gym all the time. 
When the Bushwhackers are in town, 
they come to the gym. There is al- 
ways other people at the gym who 
have wrestled for years. The instruc- 
tors have a lot of knowledge, and that 
is very important. 

It's a full time thing. Some 
people choose a wrestling school 
where the guy is still wrestling full 
time and he's never there and just 
having one of his kids showing the 
stuff or the guy only does it on week- 
ends. With us it is a wrestling school 
24 hours a day, 7 days a week. The 
guys are there permanently showing 
you the stuff. This is part of your 
business. As well we have an ama- 
teur wrestling program, where we 
teach the amateur wrestling. We have 
the Ontario Provincial Champion who 
teaches the amateur wrestling. So 
you are not just learning professional 
wrestling, you are learning a lot of the 
holds on the mat too. 

Of the ICW stable of wrestlers, 
who are the ones that the fans 
should be watching for as the up 
and coming stars of the future? 

J- Other than the ones that have the 
WWF contracts already, we have the 
Gothic Knight. This guy has a62 inch 
chest, 34 inch waist, and his arms are 
about 24 inches. He is being looked at 
by both the WWF and WCW, so he is 
definitely an up and comer. As well 
Wolfgang, who is wrestling in Ger- 
many right now, he doesn't have a 
WWF or WCW contract either, he is 
a very very big guy. Joe E. Legend, 
which is one of our instructors as 
well, is in the midst of setting some- 
thing up with the ECW. And like I 
said, the other guys have signed al- 
ready, like Sexton Hardcastle, they 
have WWF contracts already. 

Are there any big named wrestlers 
out there today that have trained 
at the ICW? 

J- Going back through the whole 
thing, Ike Shaw was trained by Stu 
Hart in Calgary. 

F- Pretty well everyone has gone 
through Stu Hart. Ike Shaw is basi- 
cally taking over the Hart Founda- 
tion. 

J- Out west in Calgary they have had 
schools for a long time, but the whole 
ICW is less than two years old. So 
most of the guys are still training. Our 
first shows were last May, so before 
that we were just getting the gym set 
up and putting all the pieces together. 
That is when we were using Tito 
Santana, Greg "The Hammer" Val- 
entine, The Bushwhackers, King 
Kong Bundy, and Duke "The 
Dumpster" Drosey.

Dostall: 

If you are really into wrestling, the 
one thing you will want to get is The 
Wrestling Observer. It's total behind 
the scenes stuff from Japan, the States, 
everything all the way right through. 
It comes every Monday, you get it 
once a week and it's twelve pages 
long of just writing.

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Snap, crackle, pop! If 
this is the sound your knee 
makes when you bend or 
straighten it, you probably have 
a common condition known as 
patellar tracking dysfunction 
(PTD). You can save yourself 
pain and disability by under- 
standing this condition. 

PTD used to be known 
as chondromalacia patellae, 
which means softening of the 
cartilage on the underside of 
the patella (kneecap). Since this 
isn't really what happens, the 
condition was renamed to de- 
scribe it more accurately. PTD 
simply means that the patella 
doesn't move or "track" 
straight when the knee is flexed 
or extended. PTD usually be- 
gins with an occasional pain 
under the kneecap, accompa- 
nied by a grating sound called 
crepitus. The pain is usually 
worse while running, squatting, 
walking downstairs and per- 
forming other similar knee 
movements. The knee usually 
becomes stiff after you remain 
seated for a few hours, and the 
pain is often accompanied by 
inflammation and swelling. All 
symptoms tend to increase with 
knee use, and the condition 
typically worsens with time. 

The most common 
treatments attempt to realign 
the patella by using tape to pull 
it inward or by developing the 
vastus medial is muscle (the 
teardrop-shaped muscle that 
runs from midway down the 
inside of the thigh to just above 
the knee). Both techniques may 
realign the patella to some de- 
gree, but can also force it closer 
to the joint and higher than 
normal. This new alignment 
may be a problem. (This is one 
argument against placing knee 
wraps directly around the knee- 
caps while squatting.) Neither 
treatment removes thecause of 
the problem nor realigns the 
patella to its normal position. 
They may slow the progres-

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sion of the problem, but the patient 
usually ends up seeing an ortho- 
pedic surgeon. 

Arthroscopic surgery can usually 
eliminate the pain very quickly. The 
surgery consists of shaving down 
the patella cartilage to remove any 
abnormal grooves created by the 
misalignment. Some surgeons also 
perform a "lateral patellar release" 
to realign the patella so that it will 
track properly and create no new 
cartilage damage. Like the other 
therapies, this helps, but is usually 
only enough to slow the accumula- 
tion of new cartilage damage. If 
you're an active person, you may 
face another surgery in 3-5 years. 
If the vastus lateralis muscle on the 
outer front of the thigh is exces- 
sively tight, the misalignment most 
commonly found in PTD is created. 
This upward pull on its outside edge 
makes the right patella rotate clock- 
wise and the left one rotate 
counterclockwise, causing im- 
proper tracking and ultimately car- 
tilage damage. 

The question remains, "Why 
is the muscle too tight?" Fibrotic 
adhesions are the cause. When a 
muscle is exposed to chronic 
overstress or trauma, the body of- 
ten heals the muscle with fibrotic 
adhesions. These adhesions act like 
scar tissue that binds some of the 
muscle fibers together, reducing the 
muscle's normal length. When a 
muscle reaches a certain degree of 
tightness, it can pull the bone to 
which it's attached out of its normal 
alignment. This can occur with 
nearly every bone in the body. 



These adhesions can be 
eliminated. If they 're removed cor- 
rectly, the muscle can return to its 
original length and the patella will 
move back into proper alignment 
and track normally. If pain persists, 
it could be because a large amount 
of cartilage damage exists, and sur- 
gery may still be required to repair 
it. Because the cause has been re- 
moved, however, no new cartilage 
damage will occur.

Controversy rules 
Olympic hockey 



No one knows who will 
win the Olympic hockey tourna- 
ment. In fact, we don't even know 
which countries will qualify. Or, 
for that matter, who will play for 
the countries that do qualify. 

The only certainty is this: 
At some point, there will be a rules 
controversy. 

The International Olympic 
Committee is a law unto itself. It 
doesn't follow National Hockey 
League rules and it doesn't follow 
International Ice Hockey Federa- 
tion rules. That's why, at some 
point, there will be a battle. 

In fact, one already has been 
raging behind the scenes. In the 
NHL, there are no drug tests. In the 
IIHF, a player found using certain 
banned substances is tossed out of 
the tournament but his team con- 
tinues. But the IOC has a different 
system altogether. In IOC compe- 
tition, if tests show a player used a 
banned substance, his entire team 
is bounced and any medals won by 
the team are forfeited, 
fin the past few weeks, there has 
been tremendous behind-the- 
scenes pressure to get the IOC to 
change its rule to have it conform 
to the IIHF rule. The wrong cold 
pill, or even the wrong thirst- 
quencher the day before a game, 
could cause the gold-medal win- 
ner to be overturned. 

However, that ' s almost cer- 
tainly the system that will be in 
place for this tournament. It has 
been the case before and it will be 
the case this time if for no other 
reason than it's easier to get one of 
the Ten Commandments rewritten 
than to change Olympic policy. 
REALITIES 

The IOC representatives 
come from a large number of coun- 
tries and many of them don't have 
the slightest clue about the reali- 
ties of professional sports. Also, 
with all the recent revelations about 
the drug abuse by Chinese and 
East German swimmers, the tim- 
ing is not the best when it come to 
an easing of the rules. 
But fans of NHL hockey will no- 
tice a lot of other changes in the 
game itself. For one thing, the 
benches are larger in Nagano's Big 
Hat Arena - and they need to be. 
Olympic teams can dress 22 play- 
ers - including two goalies - com- 
pared to 20 in an NHL game. 
And the goal line is two feet fur- 
ther out. This is an innovation that 
the NHL almost certainly will 
adopt next year so North Ameri- . 
can fans will get an advance look 
at its impact. 
Some other IIHF innovations may 




make it to the NHL - but certainly 
not the one that says there will be no 
TV timeouts. 

In the NHL, a goalie can 
freeze the puck as long as there's an 
opponent in the area because, in 
theory at least, he's preventing the 
opponent from scoring. But the IIHF 
calls for a minor penalty to a goalie 
who falls on the puck outside the 
hash marks. If he falls on the puck 
behind the goal line, he's given a 
warning and then a minor if he per- 
sists. 

Icing is autorrti 
the puck crosses the li 
This is a rule that 
servers have been prom 
premise that the race to be the first to 
touch the puck causes too many in- 
juries. 

The NHL's much-maligned 
crease rules also are altered for this; 
tournament. For instance, if a pja>cr 
stands in the crease in the NHL, he's 
free to do so and if he getsoutbefore 
the puck gets there, any goal scored 
on the play will stand. But the IOC 
rule says that if a player stands inthej 
crease, play is stoppedjflpd the^sub 
sequent faceoff is outslk <Ntoej3l 
line. 

Also, the NHL'siipo-minute 
penalty for high-sticking or charg- 
ing a goalie becomes a double m^* 8 
in the Olympics. However, 
goaltender interference is a two- 
minute minor in both cases. 

There also may be contro- 
versy over a deflected goal. Irfihi 
NHL, a goal off the skate is allowed 
as long as the player didn't make a 
kicking motion toward the puck. The 
IOC uses the old NHL rule that the 
goal is disallowed if the puck de- 
flects off a skate: 

Also the IOC does not allow 
video replays on a number of situa- 
tions that would qualify in the NHL: 
to determine if a player was in the 
crease before the puck; if the puck 
deflected off an official; or if the 
puck was struck with a high stick. 
That last one may stir some memo- 
ries. The crucial goal in the 1996 
World Cup was scored off Brett 
Hull's high stick but somehow, the 
video officials didn't see it. In the 
Olympics, however, that play would 
not be subject to video review so the 
referee would make the decision. 
There are far too many changes to 
list - some of which are curious but 
not really relevant. For instance, on- 
ice officials must wear a shirt and tie 
when arriving for the game. And if 
you're awarded a penalty shot, you 
don't have to take it. You can opt for 
the two-minute minor instead. 
Some make sense, some don't. But 
every one is a potential cause of

Marc Crawford 

After a seven-year NHL ca- 
reer as a left winger for the Vancou- 
ver Canucks, Marc Crawford began 
his off-ice hockey carer as general 
manager and head coach of the Corn- 
wall Royals of the Ontario Hockey 
League in 1987. 

The Belleville, ON, native 
coached the Royals for two seasons 
before accepting a job as head coach 
of the Toronto Maple Leafs farm 
club in Saint John's, Newfoundland 
in 1991. In three seasons there, the 
AHL Maple Leafs won two AHL 
Atlantic Division titles. 
In July 1994, he was hired to coach 
the Quebec Nordiques, whom he led 
to a first-place Finish in the Eastern 
Conference and second place over- 
all in the NHL. 

He was named winner that 
season of the Jack Adams Trophy as 
the NHL Coach of the Year, becom- 
ing the first rookie coach to win the 
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award since its inception in 1974. 
In his second season with the fran- 
chise, now the Colorado Avalanche, 
Crawford coached them to the 
Stanley Cup championship. Just 35 
years old at the time, Crawford was 
the third youngest coach since 1 924 
to lead a team to a championship in 
their first year in a new city.
